** R. Dec. 12.—Spain's bub- 


bling political cauldron boiled over 
today when 3000 infantry and ar- 
tillery men opened fire on the lit- 
tle town of Jaca, near the French 
frontier. 

It had been coming for weeks 
and the Berenguer Government was 
not unprepared. Troop trains in 
all the garrison towns were waiting 
on the sidings and soldiers piled in 
to converge upon Jaca and put 
down the rebellion. 

The first thing the Government 
did after getting reinforcements 
under way was to clamp a censor- 
ship on all radio and telegraph 
messages. 

Military barracks throughout the 
north of Spain seethed with a fren- 
zy of activity as soldiers went out 
“on the double” into the . troop 
trains. 

Premier Berenguer tonight an- 
nounced that the situation was well 
in hand. The Jaca rebels, he said 
were fleeing toward the French 
frontier. 

Jaca is about 30 miles from the 


French frontier. 


Jaca, a town of about 5000 popu- 
lation, is the capital of the moun- 
tain district of Sobraribe. It is 
surrounded by an ancient wall with 
many towers, dating back to the 
tenth century. 

Premier Berenguer called an 
emergency meeting of the cabinet 
and ordered all available troops be 
rushed to Jaca. Troop trains be- 
gan moving out of the capital be- 
for nightfall, but there was strict 
censorship on messages coming in- 
to Madrid. 

The situation approximated a 
state of war and there were reports 
that the dashing aviator, Ramon 
Franco, who sawed his way out of 
a military prison three weeks ago, 
was one of the leaders in the up- 
rising. This report was given some 
support by Berenguer’s order for 
mobilization of a squadron of air- 
planes to be sent to the French 
frontier. 

Col. Julio Mandada, commander 
of the garrison was reported to 
have gone over to the rebels. 


Fatalities Marked General Strike 
Last Month. 

Last a month, a general strike, 
which bega: in Madrid, spread 
quickly to half a dozen other im- 
portant cities before it ended. There 
were repeated disorders, much 
street rioting and several fatalities. 

That trouble had no sooner end- 
ed than another strike began early 
this week in Valencia, arising from 
a dispute between carpenters and 
their employers. The new strike 
spread to Caciz, where a 48-hour 
walkout was ordered, but Cadiz saw 
none of the dcesperate fighting 
which had marked these previous 
nationwide general strikes. The 
latest strikes were concluded peace- 
fully yesterday when the labor 
headquarters in both Valencia and 
Cadiz ordered the men back to 
work, 

Rumors of an impending revo- 
lution came out of the first nation- 
wide strike, but the Berenguer Gov- 
ernment insisted that the army 
was loyal and that no revolutionary 
movement was afoot. : 

The troubles were attributed en- 
tirely to Communist elements work- 
ing against the Government. 

The Berenguer Government came 
into office in January of this year 
when Gen. Primo de Rivera, Pre- 
mier and dictator since 1923, re- 
signed and Gen, Damaso Berenguer, 
long his bitter enemy, was charged 
by King Alfonso to form a new 
Ministry. 

The end of De Rivera came after 
repeated assaults on his regime, 
which ‘had ruled Spain with an 
iron hand for more than Six years.

“The sugar industry is not alone 
in suffering from the selfish greed 
of its constituent parts—greed 
which has so far overreached it- 
self as to leave Cuba with 1,500,- 
000 tons of excess sugar, Java with 
500,000 and Europe with 1,200,- 
000 tons, 

Economic Law 

“All industries have transgressed 
good economic laws and as a re- 
sult there is enormous overpro- 
duction in practically all of the 
world’s commodities. And what 
has that resulted in? In an un- 
employment situation unthought of 
a year ago; unheard of for gen*ra- 
tions, if ever before. 

„What I meant when I said we 
were trying a bigger case than 
sugar is that the capitalistic sys- 
tem is on trial. If you think peo- 
ple who are running the industries 
of the world can, by reason of this 
kind of greed, bring about such 
depressions as this and then dot 
promptly take steps to mend them 
— no matter what the sacrifice 
might be to individuals—you are 
mistaken.

Lewis in a speech accepting the 
Nobel prize for literature at a 
ceremony in the Stock Exchange 
Hall today had some critical things 
to say on the state of American 
civilization, particularly as to the 
arts.

In his own words he was “a lit- 


tle impolite” in discussing Amer- 
ican institutions and persons, 

“But I beg of you to belieye,” he 
continued, that I am in no case 
gratifying a grudge. Fortune has 
dealt With me rather too well.” 

Saying that he had no personal 
complaint to make, the author of 
“Babbitt” and ‘Main Street’, con- 
tinued, “yet for American  litera- 
ture in general and its standing in 
a country where industrialism, 1 
nance and science flourish and the 
only art that is vitally respected is 
aarchitecture, I have considerable 
complain:.“ 

By way of illustration of his com- 
plaint Lewis spoke of a most 
learned and most amicable old gen- 
tleman who has been pastor, uni- 
versity professor and diplomat who 
“stated publicly that in awarding 
the Nobel prize to a person who 
has scoffed at American institu- 
tions as much as I have, the Nobel 
committee and the Swedish acad- 
emy insulted America.” 

“I don’t know whether as a for- 
mer diplomat he intends to have an 


international incident made ot it | 


and perhaps demand of the Ameri- 
can Government they land marines 
in Stockholm to protest against 
American literary rights, but 1 
hope not,” said the author. 

Afraid of Criticism? 

“I should have supposed he would 
read, ‘Although personally I dislike 
this man's books, nevertheless the 
Swedish Academy has in choosing 
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him honored America by assuming | 


that Americans are no longer a | 


puerile backwoods clan 80 — 


that they are afraid of criticism, 
but instead are a nation come of 
age and able to consider calmly and 
maturely any dissection of their 
land, however scoffing.’” 

Lewis, continuing, said: “I would 
even have supposed so inter- 
national a scholar would have as- 
sumed that Scandinavia, accus- 
tomed te the works of Ibsen and 
Pontoppidan, would not have been 
particularly shocked by a writer 
whose most anarchistic assertion 


has been that America with al) its | 


wealth and power has not yet pro- 
duced a civilization good enough | 
to satisfy the deeper wants of hu- | 
man creatures.“ 

Lewis and other Nobel prize win- | 
ners were the honorees last night | 
at a State banquet given at the 
royal palace by King Gustave. More | 
than 90 guests were present, among | 
them prominent Swedish royal, po- | 
litical and social figures. 

Dinner lasted for more than two 
hours, and afterward the guests 
engaged in conversation until the 
King withdrew to his private rooms 
shortly before midnight.

LEADS TO TO DISCOVERY 


Suspect, Who Whe Lived With 
Them, Says Woman, Un- 
Committed

12.—The recovery of four bodies, 
three of them from a grave dug in 
a floor of a farm barn, today ied 
county authorities to say they were 
close to a solution of the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of a family of 
six near Schafer last February. 

The arrest. of Charles Bannon 
for embezzlement led to the recov- 
ery of the bodies of. A. E. Haven, 
who had lived on the farm; his 
sons, Daniel, 19 years old, and Le- 
land, 16, and an infant 3 months 
old. Mrs. Haven and a 38-year-old 
child still are missing. Bones of the 
latter child were thought to have 
been found, but identification was 
not certain. The victims. apparent- 
ly had been beaten to death with a 
hammer. The motive has not been 
learned. 


Accused of selling four hogs} 


which did not belofig to him, Ban- 
non was summoned to court here 
for a preliminary hearing. The 
matter of the whereabouts of the 
Haven family came up during the 
hearing. Bannon insisted they had 
gone to Colton, Ore., to live and 
that he had taken them to a train 
to begin their journey. After yes- 
terday morning’s court proceed- 
ings had ended, Bannon called his 
mother, a minister and his attor- 
ney and asked Shériff C. A. Jacob- 
son to take him to the farm. Ina 
Pile of refuse there, he told the 
Sheriff, the body of the baby 
would be found. It was. 

Authorities said Bannon asserted 
the child was killed by Mrs. Haven, 
who, he said, was mentally unbal- 
anced. Haven, he is reported to 
have said, pledged him to secrecy 
and buried the body. 

After the first body, was found 
the Sheriff took Bannon to Willis- 
ton. Questioned there, he told the 
officers where other bodies were 


hidden. Working by lantern light,. 


the authorities followed Bannon's 
direction, dug in a trench in the 
barn where they found three bod- 
ies and what may be parts of an- 
other. 

Bannon also is reported to have 
told authorities that Mrs. Haven 
had killed her husband and three 
of.the children with a hammer 
and that Bannon aided in burying 
them. Mrs. Haven, the officers 
were told, then fled with the in- 
fant. :

“OUT ANY REROUTING PLAN 


P. S. Co. Can Accept What It Likes and Ask 
State to Veto What It Doesn’t Want— 
Aldermen Discuss Survey. 


Changes in the routing of street 
car lines, as proposed by the Trans- 
portation Survey Commission, 
which appeal to the Public Serv- 
ice Co., may be made by it, but 
if the city calls for other changes 
in accordance with the report, 
which the company does not like, 
it may go to the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission to avoid carrying 
them out. 


This was the opinion generally 
expressed at the first hearing by 
a special committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, yesterday, on the re- 
port of the Transportation Survey 
Commission, which finished its 
work several months ago. 

The special committee, consisting 
of the Public Utilities and Legisla- 
tive Committee, will meet again in 
January to hear spokesmen for the 
Downtown Improvement Associa- 
tion, Real Estate Exchange, Build- 
ing Owners’ and Managers’ Asso- 
ciation and other downtown groups 
express their views on the rerouting 
problem. The rerouting report, is- 
sued in: May, 1929, was the topic 
of yesterday’s meeting, with a view 
of determining whether any legis- 
lation on the subject was needed. 

Says City Is Handicapped. 

Since there isno officially 
adopted city plan on car routes 
yet, President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service said at the hear- 
ing, the city could make plans for 
street improvements only on the 
basis of present track locations. 
The Public Service company's 
policy of seeking the removal of 
tracks wherever possible, in con- 
nection with street widening and 
paving, to save the expense of pav- 
ing the track area, had  handi- 
capped the city seriously, Kinsey 
declared. 3 
The company wanted the city to 
abide by the Survey Commission’s 
report on rerouting but did not 
want to abide by it itself, Kinsey 
asserted. In the widening of Sev- 
enth street, between Market and 
Spruce streets, Kinsey went on, the 
company wanted to follew the re- 
port and tear up its tracks, but in 
the Gravois avenue widening it 
proposed removing the tracks al- 
though the report urged use of 
Gravois for a main line. 
Kinsey said a transit plan which 
did not take into consideration 
stabilization of property values 
was not well designed, but the re- 
port did consider this factor. Ee 
said rerouting could have a far- 
reaching and a serious effect on 
property values. Street capacity 
should be considered as well as the 
location of the downtown shopping 
district, he added. 

What a Franchise Means. 
Chairman Wiehe of the alder- 
manic committee said his col- 
leagues realized the seriousness of 
rerouting and would “go slow.“ 
Alderman Studt ‘nquired what 
value there was in developing a 
city transit plan if the company 
could escape carrying it out by ap- 
pealing to the Public Service Com- 
mission. Kinsey replied that the 
franchise from the city did not 
matter, as the company could go 
to the commission for changes it 
desired. 

“The only thing we can do,” Al- 
derman Watts remarked,. is to give 
authority to lay tracks but the 
commission can tell the company; 
it can take them out. The utilities 
were smart when they got the Pub- 
lic Service Commission estab- 
lished.” 

Escape from the cost of paving 
the track space seemed to be the 


tion of Gravois avenue to be wid- 
ened, Kinsey continued, saying: 
“That is not building up an ideal 
transportation system.” 

“If we approve this report,” Al- 
derman Riefling remarked, “the 
company can take what it likes and 
what it doesn’t like it can ask the 
Public Service Commission to can- 
cel.“ 

“That is true,” Kinsey replied. 
“Notwithstanding any franchise ob- 
ligation, it can petition the com- 
mission to change its status at any 
time.“ 

Brooks Looks for Changes. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks told the committee he ap- 
proved the rerouting proposals in 
general. The city, he said, had 
been unable to get a definite state- 
ment from the company about the 
removal of Gravois tracks, although 
there had been a discussion of the 
desirability of operating the Chero- 
kee line all the way from down- 
town over Gravois after the widen- 
ing. The Board of Public Service 
wants a car line on Gravois, he re- 
lated, but had it been known some 
time.ago that the company con- 
templated removing the rails it 
might have been found that widen- 
ing was unnecessary. 

Asked whether he would recom- 
mend changes in the report, Brooks 
said changes would arise from time 
to time as new traffic conditions 
arose. He thought it might be de- 
sirable to eliminate left turns of 
trolleys in Pine streets and sug- 
gested that it might be helpful to 
have storage tracks on the levee for 
rush-hour trolleys. 

Stanley Clarke, president of the 
Public Service Co. had concurred in 
the rerouting recommendations, 
Brooks understood. 2nd Chief En- 
gineer L. C. Datz of the company 
worked with the survey commis- 
sion. Brooks expressed the opin 
ion that the bus was not destined 
soon to replace the trolley alto- 
gether, but that busses probably 
would serve as feeder lines within 
a few years. For mass transpor- 
tation, he asserted, the bus would 
require more street space than the 
trolley, in comparison with the vol- 
ume of passengers. 

Duplication of car routings 
might be eliminated, Brooks said. 
He declared that if the vehicle 
deck of Eads Bridge were freed of 
tolls, as planned, some features of 
the rerouting report would be sub- 
ject to change. A recent count for 
a 12-hour business day showed 
4000 vehicles crossing Eads Bridge 
and 19,000 on Municipal Bridge, he 
related. Six months after the re- 
moval of tolls, he predicted, Eads 
Bridge would carry 9000 and 12, 
000 in another six months. 

Shopping Section Protests. 

Gregory J. Nooney, secretary of 
the Downtown Improvement Asso- 
ciation and assistant secretary of 
the Stix, Baer & Fuller Dry Goods 
Co., reported objections of his as- 
sociation to the report, because of 
a tendency to take passenger traf- 
fic away from the shopping section 
of Washington avenue and other 
downtown streets, east of Eightb 
street. The proposals, he asserted, 
would Gestroy retail property val- 
ues, decrease city tax revenue and 
cause a series of bankruptcies.

The Quail Situation in Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
WISH to give you a little data on the 


quail situation this fall, which I hope 
will be of interest to sportsmen. I have 
a real good Llewellyn setter, four years 
old, a wide ranger, with excellent nose 
for finding coveys and singles and, of 
course, thoroughly stanch on her find- 
ings. On Nov. 10 we hunted around 
Staunton eight hours and did not find a 
bird or see a quail roost in any field. Nov. 
111 we hunted at Leasburg and found 
two small coveys of all full-grown birds, 
no young or three-quarter grown birds, 
showing that the young birds perished 
either by the long drouth or disease. 
Nov. 14 and 15 we hunted near Foris- 
tell, St. Charles County, and after two 
days of hard hunting from 8 a. m. till 
5 p. m. we found only one covey. We 
used the above setter and a good pointer 
dog and worked far and wide, all kinds 
of cover, overlooking no chances. Nov. 
17, 18*and 19 we hunted around Dexter 
afid, Bloomfield, Mo., 180 miles south of 
St. uis, and only averaged two coveys 
per day on eight-hour hunts. Nov. 26 
hunted around Leasburg and Hofflins, 
finding one covey in two days’ hunt. 
Dec. 2 and 3 we hunted five miles 
west of Monroe City, Mo., 140 miles 
‘northwest of St. Louis and nine miles 


northwest on Seas Creek, which ordinari- a: 


‘ly produces six to eight coveys per day, 
‘and we only located two coveys in two 
‘days. 

I have talked to lots of hunters, farm- 
ters, rural mail carriers, etc., and find 
the general report that there is a short- 
‘age of at least 75 per cent under ordi- 
nary years, with the consensus that 
the past winter's blizzards and the past 
summer's drouth have about exterminat- 
ed the birds. A few hunters have ad- 
‘yanced the theory that there are more 
‘birds left than generally believed and 
‘that they are in deep woods feeding on 
‘acorns, as the rag weed and beggar lice 
seeds are short from the drouth. 
There is a general feeling that we 
quail shooters declare a moratorium on 
bob white for this season and not shoot 
any more birds where there is any great 
scarcity of birds, in order to let them 
come through this year and hatch out 
next summer when we with good weather 
‘ean get our normal supply of birds. It 
will be up to the Game and Fish Depart- 
ment to import a good many birds if 
they expect hunters to take out licenses 
for next year. One wit advanced the 
idea that the importation of the Mexi- 
can quail a few years ago caused unrest 
and revolution among our always tran- 
quil bob whites and led them astray to 
sunny Mexico. However, I have never 
geen a Mexican quail killed or seen one 
since we imported them, and I believe we 
should stick to importing Texas or Vir- 
‘ginia quail here instead of Mexican quail 
jer pheasants.

Property Rights vs. Human Rights. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NOTHER striking example of the 


principle of property rights vs. human 
rights: Secretary Hyde says that Govern- 
ment money must not be lent to the 
drouth-stricken farmer if it is to be used 
to buy food for his family, because that 
would be too much like a dole, but must 
be lent only for the purpose of buy- 
ing seed, feed for his livestock, and fer- 
tilizer. Hyde is willing to lend the 
farmcr Government money to feed his 
cattle and horses it he can furnish suffi- 
cient guarantee that he will not allow 
his wife or children to buy any food with 
it. Hyde will let him have money to 
Duy fertilizer. Fertilizer, we always 
thought, was a commodity used by 
farmers to increase crop production, and 
Hyde says crop production must be cur- 
tailed to do away with overproduction, 

m which he says we are suffering. So, 

help curtail crop production, he pro- 
poses to lend the farmer money for 
fertilizer with which to produce more 
crops. Feed for his livestock, manure 
for his crops, but no food for the 
children. 
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do this—the people will assuredly do the rest.” 
Income tax records show that 2 per cent of the 

population of the United States controls industry. 

Census records show in excess of 46,000,000 people, or 


more than one-third of the population, in gainful oc- 
cupations. Since those who are in gainful 
occupations have no voice. in the conduct of indus- 
try, it is absurd to say that the people have anything 
to do with it. Blame for the pass to which industry 
is brought lies squarely at the doors of those who 
control industry. To say that the people are in 
anywise to blame, or that they are not the innocent 
victims of that policy of laissez faire which Mr. In- 
sull defends, is to assert what every economist knows 
to be untrue and what every record belies. Mr. 
Insull says, “The courage and character of the Amer- 
ican people will convert economic depression into. 
prosperity and unemployment into activity if the 
Federal Government will attend to affairs within its 
own province.” Upon the contrary, neither the cour- 
age nor character of the people can heal a sickness 
which has resulted from the non-interference in 
which Mr. Insull and other captains of industry have 
been permitted to do just as they pleased. They see 
this in England, where the policy of non-interference 
in industry is regarded by men in all the walks of 
life as a dead cock in the pit. We are beginning to 
see it in this country. 

What Mr. Insull would substitute for government 
control of business is business control of govern- 
ment. He has under him utility interests whose 
values approximate $3,000,000,000. A few years ago 
he tried to buy a seat in the United State Senate for 
one-of his minions. He is the top of that industrial 
and political structure which has its roots in the 
Chicago gangs. He interprets Lord Macaulay as say- 
ing that whatever he thinks is good is best for the 
country. Lord Macaulay, of course, would roll over 
in his grave did he know that his actual meaning 
had been so distorted. He meant merely to lay down 
the postulate that the people have no need to pro- 
ect themselves when the Government is their pro- 
tector. It was when the Government defaulted in 
that function that the people took the remedy in 
their own hands. That was what brought on the 
French revolution. It was what caused the crea- 
tion of the Soviet states. It was what overturned 
political balances at our own recent elections. 

Does Mr. Insull think it was a good thing for the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad to be sold on the block in 
his own State yesterday after the property had been 
looted by exploiters and the people who bought its 
securities had been defrauded of their investments? 
Does he think it is a good thing for the utilities all 
over the United States to be exploited under a fan- 
tastic theory of valuation, for rates to be exorbitant, 
for stocks to be watered, and for one community 
after another to be so goaded that they at. last rise 
in protest at the polls? Does he think it is a good 
thing for 2 per cent of the people so to run in- 
dustry that in the present winter approximately 5,- 
000,000 working people in the country have no em- 
ployment? Does he think it is a good thing for a few 
powerful persons to have the privilege of exploiting 
the tariff, thus destroying part of our foreign trade 
and provoking other countries to tariff reprisals 
against it? Does he think it is a good thing for 
the Government to sit around dumbly, while Con- 
gress descends to the moral level of a gypsy horse 
trade, while dust covers the anti-trust laws, and 
while privilege so gorges itself that at last we all 
have to join in feeding the hungry? Does he think 
it is a good thing for agriculture, upon which more 
than one-third of the population is dependent, to be 
brought to the verge of bankruptcy through being 
compelled to sell in a low and unorganized market 
and buy in a high and organized market? 

If Mr. Insull thinks these things are good for the 
country, he is indeed the devil’s advocate. The 
tariff makers, who are as much responsible as any- 
body for the business depression, used the Govern- 
ment in their own interest. By compelling it to in- 
tervene in industry they dislocated the normal move- 
ments of trade. Does Mr. Insull mean to say that if 
a few people can so use the Government to feather 
their nests the whole people -should be denied the 
right to use it in the popular interest? Unless 
we totaliy misjudge him he does think so, and we 
have upon us now the bitter consequences of that 
philosophy. 
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A THEME FOR MR. WICKERSHAM. 

Last month prisoners in Illinois penal institutions 
reached the record-breaking total of 10,066, enough to 
populate a good-sized town. With the exception of 
the women’s reformatory, all of Illinois’ prisons are 
packed to the doors and still they do not contain Al 
Capone and several hundred other Chicago gang- 
sters who should be behind walls, The same condi- 
tion exists in every state in the Union, while the 
Federal prisons are so overpopulated that it has be- 
come necessary to get. congressional authority to 
build a series of new ones. 

Within the last year, numerous outbreaks have 
occurred as the result of idleness and overcrowding. 
At the Canon City, Colo., penitentiary 12 men were 
killed in a protracted battle. At Auburn, N. Ke 
rioting resulted in eight deaths, while in the same 
State at Clinton three convicts were killed during 
disorders resulting from living conditions, Riots at 
Rhode Island prison and at Leavenworth resulted in 
three fatalities, At Columbus, O., last April oe- 
curred the holocaust in which 300 men were burned 
to death. Missouri was forced to rush the National 
Guard to the prison at Jefferson City to quell open 
rebellion among the inmates. % we

is why our prison.population is growing so rapidly.

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3 OBSTACLES TO VAGRANCY CASES. 

The police campaign against gangsters by use of 
the vagrancy statute has met rough sledding due to 
the various obstacles encountered in applying the 
law. The cases against Thomas ©. Hayes and Wil- 
liam Wilbert, both men with long records of arrests, 
were nolle prossed Wednesday in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction when they encountered (1) lack of 


‘and (3) the statute of limitations. 

Police had arrested the men in a saloon, but had 
no facts further than their presence on the one oc- 
‘casion to prove they were “frequenters” of the place. 
The Supreme Court decision was rendered in the Cal 
Branch case, the only vagrancy conviction that has 
been upheld, and pertains to the definition of a 
“house of ill fame.” This is not stated in the statute, 
while the common law definition is “a bawdy house.” 
Branch was convicted of frequenting a bawdy house 
where gambling games were conducted and liquor 
was sold. In the view of J. R. Vettori, Associate 
Prosecuting Attorney, no conviction would be up- 
held in which this three-fold category did not ex- 
ist. When the police tried ta introduce the two 
men’s past records, they encountered the statute of 
limitations, which is one year with reference to 
vagrancy, a misdemeanor, In view of these circum- 
stances, Vettori moved dismissal, which Judge But- 
ler granted, stating that the Court could not go be- 
hind a nolle pros. 

Additional initiative will be necessary if the 
vagrancy statute is to be used successfully as an 
emergency measure in the war against gangsters. 
For one thing, the police will have to come into 
court with stronger evidence than they possessed 
against Hayes and Wilbert. Another possibility 
would be sending a test case to the Supreme Court 
with reference to a definition for “house of ill 
fame.” It is logical to infer that the three-fold cate- 
gory would not stand, but that the term would be 
extended to embrace any place where unlawful acts 
are habitually committed. There was an opportunity 


by pressing the charges against Hayes and Wilbert. 
Instead of doing this, however, the prosecution was 
dropped and the men went free. 1 

At such a time as this, when the police seemingly 
lack the vigilance and equipment necessary to make 
arrests and obtain evidence in connection with acts 
of outlawry, the vagrancy act might be made into 
a potent weapon, and it should be the Prosecutor’s 
duty to leave no stone unturned in attempting to 
make it such. Illinois has been successful in similar 
prosecutions. The St. Louis public, appalled at the 
mounting power of the underworld, would be heart- 
ened if its prosecuting officers put forth efforts to 
make use of this statute. 
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THE DENNY ROAD. 

We share the sentiment, movingly expressed in our 
fetter column, against changing the name of the Den- 
ny road to Lindbergh boulevard. St, Louis has not 
failed in any degree to honor Col. Lindbergh, and, in 
the fullness of time, the city will assuredly find a 
way fittingly to cast him “forever in bronze.” But 
we have other traditions to maintain, other names to 
perpetuate. Of the latter is the Denny road, which 
rates in historic value, we should think, with Olive 
street, or Kingshighway, or Forest Park or many 
another landmark in which the name has become an 
integral quality of the institution. St. Louis has 
walked, cantered, driven and motored over the Denny 
road in the varied auspices of leisure, adventure, ro- 
mance and solemnity. The name is a symbol, too 
precious to be lost. 
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A BALANCED HIGHWAY SYSTEM. 

The State Highway Department’s construction pro- 
gram enables us all to see the vision first perceived, 
and never relinquished, by the late John Malang, 
namely, a balanced State highway system. The fig- 
ures are impressive. An expenditure of $250,000,000 
is planned in the seven years beginning Jan. 1, 1931. 
When the program is completed Missouri will have 
8000 miles of primary roads and 7000 miles of farm- 
to-market roads. The transportation needs of the 
State, as far as foresight can now visualize them, will 
have been provided for. 

It is probable, of course, that motor traffic will 
develop within this seven-year period far beyond 
present calculations. It assuredly will, if the auto- 
mobile industry maintains its established tempo, In 
that event the State will have the means to meet the 
expanded requirements. The more automobiles, the 
more revenue from registration fees and the gasoline 
tax. Our highway future may ‘be regarded with con- 
fidence. 

The pressing duty that now devolves upon us is to 
make our prospectively adequate highway system as 
safe as possible. The way to that objective has been 
charted. The modern motor code prepared by the 
Automobile Club, which will be presented to the 
Legislature next month, embodies the country’s ex- 
perience and expert counsel. Admittedly, the adop- 
tion of this code will not mean that the last word 
has been said on the subject of safety regulations. 
The last word on safety will never ‘be said, even as 
the last word on construction will never be said. But 
the proposed code will be a fitting companion piece to 
the Highway Department's great building program. 
It is Missouri’s opportunity to win the same distinc- 
tion in the administration of its highway system as 
she has won in the construction of that system.

Despite world depression and series of revolutions in neighboring countries, Chilean 
Government shows every sign of being stable; this is due to social legislation by 
which it has fostered interests of middle class; production and foreign trade have 
been stimulated; wealthy land-owners no longer rule the country, as in past.

Certainly it should be 
able to do so if the solid economic progress 
of the last quarter century and an efficient 
and progressive administration continue. 

Until the World War Chile showed an ad- 
vance mainly on traditional lines. The large 
land-owners ruled the country. The taxes on 
exports of natural nitrates gave a high re- 
turn and allowed the people to go free from 
practically all other taxes except tariffs on 
imports. Local industry was not active. In 
fact, neither the Government nor the people 
showed the energy which tourists now find,

But after the war, largely as the result of 
the conditions which the war created, there 
occurred an economic revolution in Chile of 
far-reachihg character which is still in 
progress. Under its stimulus a highly na- 
tionalistic program has developed. 

New tariffs. have been adopted to stimu- 
Ute national production. The nitrate indus- 
try at the end of the war found that it had 
lo t its former virtual monopoly through the 
development of synthetic nitrate production. 
The Government took measures to assist the 
producers and an agreement has now been 
made between the Chilean interests and 
producers of artificial nitrate which prom- 
ises to stabilize the market. Meanwhile the

Due to lax management, Chile has only 
recently enjoyed a stable currency. But in 
1924 a commission of financial experts from 
the United States was invited to counsel the 
Government. Laws were passed to reorgan- 
ize the financial system of the country, re- 
sulting in stabilizing the peso at the equiv- 
alent of six English pence, the creation of 
the Central Bank of Chile and the creation 
of a flexible currency system similar in 
many respects to that of the United States. 
The banking system is now upon a thor- 
oughly modern and scientific basis. 

But the most encouraging feature of rer 
cent developments in Chile is not one which 
can be stated in dollars and cents. It is 
the forward-looking legislation for the less 
favored classes in the population which the 
Government has been far-seeing enough to 
enact, These laws lay the foundation for 
the creation of a solid middle class and help 
to create citizens among whose primary in- 
terests are good government and public or- 
der. ö 

An agricultural mortgage bank has been 
created to encourage the development of 
small land holdings, a great need in most 
Latin-American Repubtics.

If the overlords of the city water system 
through which the citizens of Kansas Cit) 
are served a commodity equal to gas in 0 
vital importance, could have known how 
docile the consumers would be in the face 
of excessive rates, there might be less dit 
ference than now exists between the gros 
revenue of that unit and the more alert 
Kansas City Gas Co. 

The original opportunity to make bis 
money out of a necessity was greatly '9 
favor of the Water Department. Every: 
body has to have water. City water has 
been piped into most homes here since Kan. 
sas City was quite young. It is true that 
almost everyone who can afford it used 
natural gas. But if the public had to dip 
pense with either of the important neces! 
ties, it would be gas. The public mus 
have water, whether it uses gas, coal, on 


or wood to cook and heat with. 


But with that effective strangle-hold ©” 
the citizens, the Water Department has never 
realized fully on it, and still plays a minor 
role in a financial measurement with the 
gas company, whose lines parallel its mains 
under the city’s streets. 

The Water Department has mains to take 
care of and meters to read. It has 79? 
miles of mains of all sizes, ranging from a 
36-inch flow line to 3-inch connecting lines 
The gas company has only 639 miles of 
mains, 151 miles less than in the water 
system, and most of the gas company’ 
mains are of sizes smaller than 6-inch pipe. 

Although the service obligations of the 
two institutions are similar, their revenue 
returns show a remarkable contrast. 

The Kansas City Gas Co., a public service 

institution enjoying monopolistic rights, ™ 
exacting from the public a gross revenue 
which is almost three times as large as tha! 
derived by the Water Depar:..ent for 1 
service. 
The Water Department served 90,000 cus 
tomers in 1929, and collected from them 4 
total of $2,278,723. The Kansas City 047 
Co. served virtually the same number 0! 
consumers and collected a total of 36,186. 
629. 


The Water Department collected an 4% 
erage of $26.32 from each of its citizen 
consumers, The gas company collected 4" 
average of $68.18 from every meter, act 
or inactive, in Kansas City. 

Out of its revenue, the Water Departmen 
had to pay almost $1,099,000 in bond inter 
est, provide its share of a sinking fund, pa 
maintenance bills and pay the wages and 
salaries of 750 employes.

1630- 1930.) By Alfred Kreym- 
borg. (Coward-McCann, New 
York City. $5.) 

Representing three centuries of 
American verse writing, with 600 
poems by 260 poets, this is said to 
be the most comprehensive anthol- 
ogy of American poetry thus far 
published, and no doubt it is, sur- 
passing in scope even Stedman’s 
once celebrated collection, which 
began with the year 1787 and end- 
ed with 1960. Granting that no an- 
thdlogy can fairly represent a na- 
tional literature and that any an- 
thologist is certain to be influenced 
in his choices largely by subjective 
considerations, this work deserves 
some praise. It is evidently the re- 
sult of wide and patient research, 
and undoubtedly the author has 
striven sincerely to be fair accord- 
ing to his light. 

Some idea of the intensity and 
possible source of that light may 
be suggested by the following sta- 
tistics: There are slightly over 600 
pages. and 260 poets are represent- 
ed. Thus we have an average of 
about two and one-third pages to 
the poet.

He organized the du Pont 
protection division in 1914 when the 
du Pont plants in various parts of 
the country were turning out prod- 
ucts for the allied nations.

If possible let the batter stand 
in the refrigerator for an hour or 
two before using. 

Cook on a buttered griddle that 
is moderately hot, taking great 


care in turning the pancake not to, 


break it. Fold over filling immedi- 
ately, and serve on a hot plate. 
Berries fresh or canned, and the 
small fruits may be mashed in their 
juice and spread on these pan- 
cakes with great success. Peaches 
and apricots should be finely sliced, 
sugared well and brought to a 
boil, then cooled and spread on the 


} tidbits. Any jam, jelly or marma- 


lade is particularly suitable for this 
service. 


CORNMEAL PUDDING NOT AS 
WELL KNOWN AS CORNBREAD 


This is cornbread season, partic- 
ularly in families that came from 
the old South, where every cook 
prided herself on making this de- 
licious hot bread. 

There are several kinds of corn- 
bread. These recipes are for the 
best known varieties of cornmeal 
cookery: ‘ 

Sour Milk Cornbread. 

Mix one cup sour milk, one- 
fourth teaspoonful soda dissolved 
in one teaspoonful water, one egg 
yolk, one-half teaspoonful salt and 
one and one-half cups cornmeal. 
Add stiffly beaten white of egg and 
bake in muffin pans or in a shallow 
pan in a moderate oven for 20 min- 
utes. For a real Southern bread, 
make of white cornmeal. 

Southern Cornmeal Pudding. 

Pour four cups scalded milk over 
one-third cup cornmeal] and cook 
in a double boiler 20 minutes, 
add oné-half cup molasses, one 
tablespoonful butter or chopped 
suet, one teaspoonful salt, one tea~- 
spoonful either ground ginger or 
cinnamon, one-half cup seeded 
raisins, and ene pint cold milk into 
which has been beaten the yolks of 
two eggs. Pour into a greased dish. 
Bake slowly two hours. 

It should have considerable whey 
when baked—this whey is used as a 
sauce when serving the pudding, 
which may be eaten hot or cold.

N the United States inflamma- 
| von of the appendix, or appen- 

dicitis, has become one of the 
most common serious surgical con- 
ditiens of the abdomen. 

Appendicitis has been recognized 
and surgically treated only gince 
the nineteenth century. The first 
operation for disease of the appen- 
dix as such was performed in 1838. 
The surgical treatment of appendi- 
citis did not become common until 
50 years later. 

Between the years of 1875 and 
1883 there is a record of but 56 ap- 
pendix operations. In 1928, how- 
ever, there were in the United 
States 18,000 deaths from appendi- 
citis. The condition and the mor- 
tality therefrom appear, therefore, 
„to be gistinctly on the increase. 

The appendix, called vermiform, 
because of its fancied resemblance 
to a large worm, is a blind gut— 
that is a gut with but one opening. 
It is attached to the caecum, the 
beginning of the large colon, and is 
located on the right side of the ab- 
domen in the region of the groin. 

The average length of the appen- 
dix is about 8.3 centimeters, or be- 
tween three and three and a halt 
inches. The appendix varies in size, 
however — some having been re- 
ported nine and a half to 12% 
inches in length. 


There is a good deal of question 
as to what the function of the ap- 
pendix might be, if any at all. 
Health appears in no way to be 
affected by its surgical removal 
hence the conclusion is drawn by 
some that the appendix is function- 
less. 

Some scientists consider the ap- 
pendix a vestigial organ — that is, 
an organ which in former periods 
of human existence may have 
served some useful end, but now is 
merely a remnant. 


On the other hand, certain other 
scientists believe the appendix to 
be a useful structure, secreting «a 
gelatinous mucous which helps in 
the movement of waste material 


along the colon.
